, Nowhere is the value of farmyard manure, 
‘supplemented by. artificials,. more highly 
appreciated than on the farm of Mr. J. W. 
Fahy, at Mount Ruby, Mallow. Unlike the 
majority of his colleagues, he always has 
a ‘yéar’s reserve of this fertiliser. 
sequently he is enabled to adopt a system 
of autumn’ manring which. pushes on his 
cropping operations and ensures a heavy yield 
in normal seasons. 

On ‘his holding of 180 acres, 300 feet above 
sea level, he carries on a scientific system of 
mixed farming. He belongs to the growing 
body of enterprising farmers who see that 
model ‘farming can be conducted on profit- 
making lines, The soil is a heavy loam, and 
as it was found that the Norfolk four-course 
rotation was not suitable, Mr. Fahy decided 
in favour of an eight-course rotation. Farm- 
yard manure is pay ploughed in in the 
autumn up to Christmas, and if thé weather 
is bad, in January or February. This is 
followed by the grubber—there is no second 
ploughing—before seed time. This season 
there are 23 acres under wheat, oats and 
barley, six of potatoes, three of mangels, 
two of turnips, and an experimental acre 
of sugar beet. Where catch crops are grown 
in winter, turnips and mangels are growing 
now. There is thus always available plenty 
of stock food. 

A Sea herd of 22 cows is kept. These 
are of Shorthorn type with average milk 
records of over 700 gallons per annum. ‘The 
best, of their heifers are retained for use in 
the herd, while the others are disposed of 
locally. Some of the milk is sold for direct 
consumption in the town of Mallow, and the 
remainder sent to the creamery, as Mr. Fahy 
is anxious to retain all the milk he can for 
pig feeding. Some of the pigs are sold off 
young as porkers, and others for bacon pro- 
duction. ere is a case where the pork enter- 
rise of the County Cork Association, Irish 

armers’ Union, is proving of great assistance. 

Although now growing beet merely as an ex- 
periment, Mr. Fahy believes that this ¢rop 
will materially affect the future of farming 
in Ireland. ike the worker that he is, he 
does not talk of remedies for the admittedly 
widespread depression in agriculture. That 
is the kind of farmer that succeed very often 
against heavy odds. 


Believes in Electricity. 


' Mr: Fahy’ is “looking forward -. te. the 
Shannon scheme as afiording one way of 
minimising the labour troubles of farmers. 
As a source of power on the farm, he believes 
it will be a great boon, chiefly because it will 
require no attention. ‘‘ With electricity,” he 
said, “ you can work the milking machine— 
a success already—and if the power can be 
obtained at an economic price it will well 
repay the farmer. It must; however, at 
least, be as cheap as an oil engine. Nothing 
else will EA Hí ÉEO Si sir because you can 
employ more labour at better wages and pro- 
duce more crops.”’ 

Coming from a practical farmer who makes 
& speciality seed grain and seed potato 
raising, this opinion is of some importance. 
In addition to a series of variety experiments 
which he is reg Sg out for the Department 
of Agriculture, Mr. Fahy is conducting an 
exhaustive experiment on the new system of 
age land management. Under this system 


e will be able to double his stock if he so 
desires, and improve his land up to the 
eighth year at the same time. xperience 


shows that this improvement will be main- 
tained without further treatment for some 
time. : 


New Buildings. 


At the moment, Mr. Fahy is making exten- 
sive alterations in the barn, cowhouse and 
stabling arrangements. His idea is to have 
the hay barn and root store close to the feed- 
ing sheds in order to minimise labour. One 
shed, with concrete mangers, is built so as 
to accommodate cattle in winter and pigs in 
summer. A spacious Dutch barn has a 
thresher and equipment which reduces labour 
to the minimum. 
Mention should also be made of Mr. Fahy’s 
experiment in the use of a proper grass seed 
mixture as against that usually sown by 
farmers for permanent pasture. On the occa- 
sion of a recent visit the “ordinary” plot 
looked poor compared with the other, and, 
the 
cattle. The good mixture comprised—Peren- 
nial 14Ib., Italian 841b., meadow fescue 3lb., 
cocksfoot 5ib., timothy 3lb., cowgrass Ilb., 
alsike 1lb., tall fescue óilb., crested dogs- 
tail.

MAKING HEADWAY IN 
IRELAND. 


This ancient breed of Herefordshire sheep 
has spread to 28 counties of England, Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland, also to New Zealand, 
Australia, South America, South Africa, the 
Continent of Europe, and other Colonial and 
foreign countries. It is ‘world-renowned 
for choice, early matured, compact framed 
fat lamb production, and: also the best 
quality mutton and wool, the fleece being in 
exceptional demand for hosiery purposes. 
There are records of the breed going back to 
the 12th century, when the monks of Here- 
fordshire dealt extensively in Ryeland wool. 
For crossing purposes the Ryeland ram is 
to-day probably one of the most popular 
of all Down breeds. Every year at the end 
of August flockmasters proceed to Hereford 
to attend ‘the annual show and sale of the 
Ryeland Breed Society. There they pick 
out rams to cross with a multitude of 
breeds, the most successful being the Suffolk, 
Southdown, Romney, Marsh,  Blackface, 
Cheviot, Shropshire and Kerry Hill crosses, 
whilst that with-the Welsh Mountain also 
answers well. i 

There are at present only two pure bred 
Ryeland flocks in Ireland, one at Tinode, 
near Dublin, and another at Glanmire, Co. 
Cork, but this year there have been 
numerous enquiries from County Down and 
other parts of Ireland. Indeed, there is 
every reason to believe that rapid extension 
is close at hand. The Ryeland is a hand- 
some white-faced sheep—a me dual- 
purpose farmers sheep. The average 
weight at twelve months is 7O0lbs., with a 
fleece turning the scale at 7ilbs. The 
breed is exceptionally hardy and remarkably 
free from foot rot. No breed has a better 
record in this respect. They thrive on poor 
pastures in any climate. e ewes ‘possess 
good milking qualities, and display ideal 
motherhood, the fall of lambs averaging one 
and a half. Ryeland sheep are of the 
requisite medium size, furnishing the size of 
joint which is required to-day. 


CANADIAN CATTLE IMPORTS 


SMALLER.

The number of cattle (both fat and store) 
arriving from Canada this year has been very 
much less than in recent years, the imports 
during the six months ended June, as shown 
in the trade returns, having been 7,669 only 
against 48,281 in the corresponding period of 
1926, and 40,410 in the first half of 1925. 
The reduction has been very noticeable in 
the past three months since no cattle were 
registered as imported from Canada in either 
May or June and only 955 in April, while in 
the second quarter of 1926 nearly 25,000 were 
received, and in 1925 over 23,000. The num- 
ber of Canadian cattle actually licensed out 
for ‘or further feeding on farms in Great 
Britain. this. year has been under 1,800 
against about 9,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1926. It it understood that the 
present price level -here is not sufficiently 
remunerative to admit of the export of cattle 


from Canada to this country.

lo provide.a medium for the publication of 
the results obtained by the different Research 
Divisions of the Ministry, the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture announces the pub- 
lication of a '“Journal.” This will contain 
a record of silage investigations in the 
six counties. The investigations, which have 
been’ continued over a series of years, disclose 
that yields from nine to fifteen tons of silage 
have been obtained in Northern Ireland from 
a mixture of oats, beans, vetches and peas. 
Although less than the average yield of tur- 
nips, this is largely compensated by the 
greater reliability of the silage crop, which 
has given a good yield under conditions which 
resulted in a complete or partial failure of 
the root crop, while the yield of dry matter 
is considerably greater in the case of silage 
than of roots. These investigations show 
that, when made with care, silage May pro- 
vide farmers with a new crop which has a 
higher feeding value than turnips or swedes, 
and which is at the same time a more econo- 
mical feeding stuff. 

There is also an article describing the 
scheme of experiments carried out with the 
object of discovering a phosphatic fertiliser 
capable of replacing basic slag. The experi- 
ments described show that soft rock phos- 
phates, such as Gafsa, as well as Peerless 
Basic phosphate, are efficient substitutes for 
high-grade slags in the case of turnips, and 
are practically as good as superphosphate. In 
the case of potatoes the superiority of super- 
phosphate over other types of fertiliser is 
clearly pronounced, however. 


Potato Cultivation. 


In view of the important piece occupied by 
potatoes in the rotation on Northern Ireland 
farms, the two articles dealing with this crop 
will attract special attention. The experi- 
ments recorded in connection with the loss of 
vigour in stocks of potatoes show that in early 
districts deterioration is much more rapid 
than in the late districts, where healthy stocks 
can be grown suitable for providing changes 
of seed for the earlier districts. These results 
are of the very greatest importance in view of 
the efforts which are being made to develop a 
seed potato trade in Northern Ireland. The 
second article on potatoes deals with the cut- 
ting of Majestic seed potatoes, and shows 
that, provided the cutting is done at the 
time of planting, no serious disadvantage 
attaches to this practice—at least on light, 
dry soils. 

Another article deals with the control of 
American gooseberry mildew, one of the 
most serious diseases with which fruit- 
growers in Ireland have had to contend during 
the past few decades, and shows that this 
disease can be successfully controlled by 
spraying, and prescribes a suitable spraying 
mixture.

Great Britain, the péculiar. sufferings of 
Irish ex-Service men are explained in 
some quarters by “their loyalty ' to the 
Crown. No doubt, there have beén some— 
perhaps, many—cases of vindictive treat- 
ment, but Colonel Crosfield brings no 
indictment against the Irish nation. His 
report and‘ Lord: Haig’s Jetter are 
scrupulously fair to the Free State Govern- 
ment, which—and this ‘also is our own 
testimony—has. made. no . discrimination 
against ex-Service men in the relief .of 
unemployment...They are, with: thousands 
of other Irishmen, victims of the pro-: 
longed depression of agriculture’ “and 
industry that has followed" thé’ years of 
civil strife. Yet, if Ireland is powerlecs 
to aid these brave and hapless men, the 
‘British public, too, is in their debt, and 
we rejoice in Lord Haig’s whole-hearted. 
recognition of the fact. 
which he appeals is such -as the British 
public ought to give, and such as tho 
Irish ex-Service men can accept not only 
without indignity, but with honest pride. 
As Lord Haig says, they “all enlisted 
voluntarily and fought splendidly during 
the Great, War’’; their response to thé 
call . was. ‘instant’; they 
helped to keep England safe and .free. 


| We believe, that Britain’s answer to’ the 


appeal for these men of war who: are in 
poverty will be worthy alike of their 
deeds and of the British character. The 
special fund which Lord Haig launches 
to-day is designed to relieve the Irish ex- 
Service men’s immediate needs and. to 
find employment for many. of them, under 
the Empire .-Settlement Act, 
prosperous Dominions. Exile will 'be no 
fitting sequel to:sacfifice, but, since Ireland 
cannot help thése men, she cannot deny 
their right to seek work and comfort 
under other skies. 


Canada and: Ireland, 

The gréat suctess that has attended the 
visit of ‘the Prince of Wales and the 
British Prime Minister to the Dominion 
of Canada affords further proof of the 
strong ties which bind the. distant parts 
of the .Empire to-.the motherland 
Canada is a young country, and Canadians 
are a downright tace, ‘little used ‘fo the 
soft speech of ‘diplomacy ; ;* at all times 
they have a disconcerting habit of saying 
precisely what they mean.> Canada’s 
warm welcome to the Prince and Mr. 
Baldwin, therefore, may be assessed at 
its face value. It expresses the abiding 
loyalty of 4 great people to the land from 
which “their fathers: _Sprang—a. ‘loyalty 
which was. proven. in. a thousand. fights on 
the battlefields of France and -Flanders. 
Canada, now sixty years a Dominion, is 
British to the core. Not only Canadians of 
British stock, but the inhabitants of the 
Province. of Quebec, have reaffirmed their 
loyalty to ‘the Imperial ‘Crown, and M. 


told Mr. Baldwin “that. his people desired 
to remain in the British Empire and took’ 
a personal pride in its growth. The atti- 
tude of the French-Canadians, who differ 
‘in race, in speech and in religion from 
the, vast. majority ‘of their: fellow-country- 
men, is one of the most siicouraging signs 
of Canada’s faith. in the. imperial idea. 
It affords an ‘object-lesson to those people 
in the Irish Free State who are agitating.

The: Holiday. Toil. ¥ 


This week's splendid weather, while it 
has delighted the eins who. have 
end from | city to field and. ban has 

tempted many unhappy 
calamitous end. The tale of paltdey’ acci- 
dents is shocking. During the week’s end 
and on the Bank holiday fifteen lives wére 
lost in Great Britain and Ireland. Four 
of the fatal accidents took place on the 
roads of Northern Ireland, where motor 
collisions were numerous. At Waterford a 
girl cyclist collided with a motor omnibus. 
and was killed. “There were great numbers 
of accidents which, while they were. not 
fatal, were horrible. Chars-d-bancs over- 
turned on steep hills, pillion-riders on 
motor cycles were thrown and injured, 
and touring cars crashed one into another. 
If this is to be the accustomed outcome 
of the periodical] holiday rush, human life 


willbe cheapened, and holidays will be-|_ 


comé occasions of dread for anxious 
parents and unadventurous users of the 
ro@iis. The melancholy jest that in time 
the highways will be peopled only by the 
quick and the dead seems in the way to 
receive a. grim fulfilment. It is manifest 
that the mass and velocity of road trans- 
port have increased out of all proportion 
to the proper’ adjustments in traffic con 
trol and toad accommodation. The world 
requires to be made safe for the motorist. 
Until roads everywhere are widened, 
cornets blunted, danger points guarded. by 
elaborate controls, and the rules of the 
road perfected and taught thoroughly to 

every person entrusted with a driving 
licence, holiday, times will be times of 
peril, and public-spirited persons will re- 
sent’ no precautions, however scrupulous, 
which the police authorities deem desir- 
able, If the misuse of the roads is & 
danger to humanity, a smaller evil of the 
holidays is equally widespread. This is 
the nuisance of litter. Every popular re- 
sort in the countryside is rendered foul 
and unsightly for weeks after every holiday, 
owing to the scattering of papers, cartons, 
fruit peels, match . boxes -and- similar 
rubbish, by the picnicking multitudes. 
Appeals now are “‘broadcasted’’ from 
English’ stations on the eve of holidays,; 
seeking to rouse the public conscience. 
While it may be true that only a minority 
of holiday-makers will be: reached directly 
by these appeals, their behaviour at. holi- 
day resorts may foster the beginnings of 


‘éver, that a long time must pass before 
Belfast's Cave Hill ceases to be speckled 
with egg-shells on every Easter Mon ay, 
ot the Glen-of-the-Downs rendered hideous 
by the débris of picnics on every Sunday 
of the summer months. 


Disease in Iraq. 


The . pilgrimages. of Islam, although 
they, : now . are gonducted ‘largely by steam 
boats ‘and motor cars, . still are ‘great 
nurses and carriers of disease, as in the 
ages before modern principles of sanitation 
and medicine were established. A special 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph telis 
how disease is spreading in Iraq through 


| the movements of pilgrims on their way 


to the Holy Cities, and the transportation 
of melons, the favourite summer food of 
the faithful. “ '““ It is pilgrim-time and 
melon-time in Iraq now, and it is also 
cholera time.” Basra, that. famous port, 
and Abadan and Mohammerah, on the 
Persian Gulf, have been declared in- 
fected, and there: have been many deaths 
emong the Arabs. Cholera spreads like the 
Tigris ‘in flood, ‘and when a former out- 
break occurred, in 1923, there ‘were over 
1,000 deaths in Basra alone. What is 
stemming the tide now so successfully 
that the resident population in the Arab 
towns is almost immune? The answer is: 
“British medical supervision.”’ In Iraq 
British ‘administration has reduced the 
incidence of cholera, malaria, smallpox, 
plague, leprosy and trachoma — all 
endemic diseases. The swamps of Basra 
have been largely cleared, and the local 
mosquito has lost his breeding places. 
Rats are being exterminated. Pure water 


is being provided, and the food in the 


‘bazaars is inspected daily. Inoculations 
are offered to all: who desire them. 
Hospitals have sprung up all over the 
land. In Persia, too, British policy has 
brought the same amenities of civilisation 
to a backward people. The Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company has a highly efficient medical 
service, which extends its benefits, not to 
employés alone, but to the surrounding

President Coolidge. 


The curious method chosen by Mr. 
Coolidge to announce that he does not 
intend to run for the United States Pres 
dency next year has been much discussed 
here to-day, and it is generally agreed 
that there has been nothing like it 
previously. In = diplomatic circles the 
announcement was received with surprise, 
and thé opanion was that Ir. Coolidge 
will have to stand for.the supreme office 
again ; for the people of the United States 
are likely to insist. The -position of 
President of the United States is one of 
the most exacting, and it may be that Mr 
Coolidge; and particularly :rs. Coolidge, 
have come to the conclusion that they 
have had enough after six years of life in 
tthe White House. In any event, it 1s 
regarded. as much too soon to treat the 
declaration of Mr. Coolidge as a definite 
intimation that he will not be the Presi- 
dent in 1929. 


Income Tax. 


Reluctant payers of income tax here are 
likely. to be severely penalised by not being 

rmitted..to. pay. their income tax in 
instalments. Collectors haye now received 
instructions that, once summary proceed- 
ings have been taken, the account must 
be settled in full. The Finance Act of 
1914 gave collectors power to issue 
summons almost immediately after income 
tax became due, but until lately this power 
has not been exercised. Few people realise

Phow wide are the powers possessed by the 


authorities for the recovery of income tax, 
and there is surprise that these are now 
being put into operation as part of the 
Board of Inland Revenue’s plan for the 
_speeding up of the collection of the tax. 


New Regulations. 


With reference to income tax, it 18 
understood that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has set up a committee. of 
experts who will ‘go through the whole of 
the income tax law with a wew to codify 
ing and simplifying it, so that in time it 
will be possible to set forth the liabilities 


of the taxpayer in a manner that anybody 


may understand. It will take a consider- 
able time, however, before the committee 


i can arrive at any conclusion, and it may 


be years before. its conclusions are em- 
bodied in legislation. 


Sunday Meetings. 


Liberalism is again divided, but the 
question is not one ofja:political nature, 
being simply whethet there shall be 
Sunday meetings or not. A number of the 
leaders declare themselves on the side of 
the Sabbatarians, while others are in 
favour of meetings whenever possible. Mr. 
. Lloyd George knows of the situation, but 
he has not yet expressed " an opinion on a 
question which ‘is likely to become one of 
burning interest to the party. It seems 
that the meetings held in Hyde Park on 
Sundays :bythe Conservatives and Socialists 
attracted. the attention: of prominent 
Liberals,. who. suggested that meetings 
should be held by members of their party. 
The advice was followed, but it is unlikely 
in the circumstances that the meetings wil! 
be allowed to continue.
